CHEBSEY 


Chebsey (All Saints) was a vicarage (valued at £5 in 1665) in the patronage of the dean & chapter 
of Lichfield who appear to have leased the advowson to the Littleton family of Pillaton in Penkridge, 
Staffs. Sir Walter Littleton Knight (Vicar-General of Lichfield) 1607-1670 probably presented 
Thomas Mason c1607-1681 who was instituted as vicar here on 4 Jul 1642 and restored in 1660. 
The parish contained two townships - Chebsey and Cold Norton - which each composed a simple 
constablewick.

Thomas Mason M.A. (vicar of Chebsey) c1607-1681 80 
Mason, born (perhaps) about 1607, is of unknown parentage. He is probably the man of this name 
who studied at Cambridge where in Lent 1623.4 he matriculated sizar from St Catharine's College 
(and) at Cambridge graduated B.A. in 1626.7 (M.A., 1630) (and) on 25 Sep 1631 was ordained 
deacon by Peterborough and on 26 Feb 1631.2 ordained priest by Peterborough pro Lichfield. On 4 
Jul 1642 after presentation by (? Sir Walter Littleton knight (vicar-General of Lichfield) 1607-1670) 
pro hac vice the dean & chapter of Lichfield he was instituted vicar of Chebsey. From 5 Feb 1643.4 
he continued here as compliant minister but in 1646 the Committee for plundered ministers 
sequestered him after a group of parishioners exhibited articles against him. After 1650 Woolrich, a 
local farmer, acquired the income of the parish and "hired Itinerant Preachers to supply the cure". 
He also paid Mason his fifth. By 1651.2 Mason was - jointly - compliant minister of Ellenhall 
parochial curacy and Ranton parochial curacy. In early Jun 1660 he continued there as de jure 
parochial curate (in both parishes). He probably resigned both offices when he was, by An act for 
the confirming and restoring of ministers (13 Sep 1660) restored as vicar of Chebsey and thus 
displaced any man who was in office. In 1665 the vicarage was valued at £5 pa. In 1665 he certified 
the hearth tax for Cold Norton constablewick (which lay in Chebsey parish) and was assessed on 4 
hearths at Chebsey constablewick. Still in office he died, aged about 74, and was buried here on 31 
Mar 1681. His will made on 22 Mar 1680.1 was proved under Lichfield on 18 Apr 1681. His 
personalty was valued at £142/2/0 and included "the bookes £5". Mason married about 1642 Mary 
Croxton c1618-1706 dau of (his predecessor at Chebsey) Richard Croxton (vicar of Chebsey) c1580- 
e1642 by whom he had 2 sons and 1 daughter. His daughter Elizabeth was the wife of Josiah 
Lightfoot (rector of Ashley) 1650-1683. Walker writes in 1714 "He was a Man of great Honesty, 
Loyalty, and Learning".

(1714) MASON, THOMAS, A.M. Chebsey V One Woolrich, a Farmer in the Parish, who afterwards for his Zeal made a 
Lieutenant, got Mr Mason turned out of his Living; and with the Small Tythes together with an Addition of £30 a Year out of 
Papists Estates, hired Itinerant Preachers to supply the cure; having for his Labour the whole Profits of the Glebe which was 
valued at £40 a Year. Mr Mason lay Fourteen Years under Sequestration; during which time however the Farmer punctually 
paid him £10 a Year as Fifths: But at the Restoration he Possessed the other Four Parts also, and Enjoyed them for Twenty 
Years after. He was a Man of great Honesty, Loyalty, and Learning. [Walker (1714) p311] 

(Chebsey) Succeeded Croxton as vicar and married his daughter. On 23 Jun 1646 his parishioners exhibited articles against 
him to the Committee for Plundered Ministers. After several adjournments of the case the committee decided on 1 Oct 1646 
that he was "a comon frequenter of alehouses, as well on the Lords daies as other daies and a comon drunkard" and seques- 
tered the vicarage from him, though he did not submit and deliver up the vicarage until 10 Dec 1646. Eight days later his 
wife Mary petitioned for and obtained, subject to his submission, one-fifth part of the living for the maintenance of herself 
and her children. Mason, however, was still recalcitrant and on 16 Jan 1646.7 the committee of parliament for Staffordshire 
was ordered to remove him and "all others" from the vicarage and to assist Mr Newton to take possession thereof. During 
the Commonwealth he acted as curate of the neighbouring-villages of Ellenhall and Ronton. He was restored to this vicarage 
before Jan 1661.2, when he paid a subsidy of 10/0 and was still here in 1676, when his daughter Elizabeth married the 
rector of Ashley. Walker states that Mason was allowed £10 pa as fifths for 14 years. [1915]

Sampson Newton M.A. (compliant minister of Weston-under-Lizard) 1603-.... B30 
Newton, christened on 21 Mar 1602.3 at Weston-upon-Trent, was a son of Francis Newton of 
Weston-upon-Trent c1570-1612 and Catherine. He studied at Oxford where on 19 Oct 1621 he was 
a commoner at Merton College and matriculated. At Oxford he graduated B.A. on 4 Nov 1622 (M.A., 
6 Jul 1625). He was presumably ordained deacon and priest before 1638 when he was probably in 
office as parochial curate of Cannock. Here about 1638 he was styled "Sampson Newton of Canck - 
minister of the gospel", when he testified to the honest life and conversation of a local preacher 
Humphrey Vincent ?1595-.... From 5 Feb 1643.4 he may have continued here as compliant minister. 
On 1 Oct 1646 the Committee for plundered ministers appointed him compliant minister of Chebsey 
vicarage and granted him an augmentation of £40 to his annual salary of £50 or £60. However he 
did not obtain possession until after 16 Jan 1646.7 when the Committee of parliament for 
Staffordshire was "to assist Mr Newton to take possession ...". Apparently a committed 
presbyterian, he signed the Staffordshire testimony of Jul 1648 as "Minister of Chebsey". His 
augmentation was paid up to Oct 1650. About this time he was removed "for praying for the Kings 
Children in Exile". Next Newton was appointed compliant minister of Weston-under-Lizard rectory 
probably soon after Jun 1652 (when a predecessor left office). In Jun 1660 he continued in office as 
de facto rector. In Jan 1661.2 he paid a clerical subsidy of 10/0. On 24 Aug 1662 he did not 
subscribe to The act of uniformity and was thus to be deprived. Calamy records in 1713 that "he 
was Ejected by the Act of Uniformity, notwithstanding that he was Episcopal in his Judgment, and 
for a Liturgy, because he could not intirely conform." Newton may not have married. No further 
record has been discovered.

From Bootle he was removed by his parents to 
Hawkshead School in Lancashire, where his classical acquirements soon raised him to the rank of 
first assistant in that reputed establishment. From thence he removed into Cheshire, and officiated 
there as stipendiary curate until his appointment to the Head Mastership of Stafford Grammar 
School. If we mistake not, the present Viscount Granville was placed under his care by the late 
Marquis of Stafford, and not a few of the most distinguished Nobility and Gentry of the County have 
been his pupils.
